AttociaHonal  Brotherhoods 

The  Associations]  Brotherhood  la 
a  very  important  unit  in  the  Bro¬ 
therhood  movement.  You  must 
create  and  sustain  enthusiasm.  In¬ 
terest,  and  activity.  It  can,  proper 
ly  functioning,  sustain  the  interest 
of  all  the  men  in  all  the  churches 
of  the  association  in  the  continual 
promotion  of  various  church  and 
|  denominations  1-conterrd  projects. 
Following  is  the  plan  of  the  asso¬ 
ciations!  Brotherhood  at  set  up  by 
|  our  Baptist  Brotherhood  Commis¬ 
sion,  Memphis. 

Organization  —  The  officers  of 
(he  assoriational  Brotherhood  are 
the  president,  program  vice  presi¬ 
dent,  an  wttendance  vice  president, 
a  promotion  vice  president:  a  choir 
ister,  and  a  secretary-treasurer.  In 
addition  to  these  officer*  there  la 
to  be  an  advisory  council  consist¬ 
ing  of  three  patiors  of  churches 
within  the  association. 

These  men  should  be  elected  to 
serve  a  term  of  one  year.  The 
election  should  take  place  at  the 
quarterly  meeting  immediately  pre 
ceding  the  annur.I  meeting  of  the 
district  association  so  their  names 
might  be  presen'ed  to  the  body  for 
approval.  AR  men  17  and  above 
are  eligible  to  vole  and  be  mem¬ 
ber*  of  the  organization.  The  exe¬ 
cutive  committee  should  meet  at 
least  once  every  quarter  to  make 
final  arrangement*  for  the  next 
quarterly  meeting. 

Activity  —  Associations!  Bro¬ 
therhoods  should  Hmit  their  acti¬ 
vity  to  the  promotion  of  those 
causes  and  objectives  as  recognis¬ 
ed  and  fostered  by  the  denomina¬ 
tion*  and  those  that  might  be  rec¬ 
ommended  by  the  district  organi¬ 


zation.  No  objectives  outside  the 
program  of  the  church,  association, 
or  denomination  should  be  adopted 
or  promoted. 

Meeting*  —  The  assoriational 
Brotherhood  should  met  once 
each  quarter.  These  three  things 
the  leaders  should  remember  in 
planning  their  meetings.  First,  if 
practical,  the  meeting  should  be 
held  in  a  different  church  each 
time;  second,  it  should  be  held  in  a 
church  that  docs  not  have  a  Bro- 
terhood,  thereby  stimulating  in¬ 
terest  in  the  Brotherhood  work 
among  the  men  of  the  host  church; 
and  third,  a  worthy  program 
should  be  presented. 

Finances  —  The  Brotherhood, 
being  an  integral  part  of  the  work 
of  the  association,  should  be  plac¬ 
ed  in  the  regular  associations)  fi¬ 
nancial  budget.  The  amount  of  fi¬ 
nances,  allocated  to  the  work 
should  be  in  keeping  with  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  organization.  In  asso¬ 
ciation*  in  which  there  is  no  rogu- 
lar  financial  budget,  it  is  suggest¬ 
ed  that  freewill  offerings  be  taken 
at  regular  meetings  of  the  Brother¬ 
hood.  However  associations!  Bro¬ 
therhood  leaders  are  cautioned  not 
to  make  the  Brotherhood  a  collec¬ 
ting  agency.  Offerings  to  be  taken 
only  as  often  aa  they  are  needed 
fto  carry  on  adequately  the  work 
of  the  associatienal  unit.
